U.S. WARSHIPS 
RETURN FROM 
LONG VOYAGE 


Fleet Made Trip of 9,000 Miles 
Without Purchase of New 
Supplies 


MAKES NEW RECORD 
FOR a NAVY 


Ships Were Oosisiderabiy Battered 
by Gales But Were Not Seri- 
ously Injured

NEW YORK, Dee. 15—The battir- 
ships Wyoming, Arkansas, Utah, and 
Florida came into port today out of 
the teeth of a five days’ gale that 
marked the end of a voyage of $9,000 
miles. They were a part of the fleet 
that left Hampton Roads, Oct, 25, tor 
the Mediterranean on a trip for of- 
ficers and men to demonstrate that 
“& squadron of United States battle- 
ships can cross the Atlantic and re- 
turn without having access to foreign 
ports for supplies. There were in all 
nine battleships in the fleet and not 


an ounce of coal, oil, or provisions of 
any kind was purchased during thelr 
more than seven weeks’ absence from 
American shores, 

This is a record in the United States 
navy, the officers said today, Three 


colliers and a provision ship carried

| 4ll necessary supplies, enough to have 


sustained the fleet much longer, if ne« 
cessary, it was said.

H.B. Coy.’s New 
Cafeteria Opened 
Handsomely Decorated and Mod- 
ernly Equipped Dining-Room 
on Fourth Floor 


The opening of the new cafeteria 
and dining room of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, on the fourth floor addi- 
tion of their store, at twelve o’cleck 
today, was marked by even greater 
success than had been = anticipated, 
and the satisfactory surprise expressed 
by the guests at the opening was such 
as to indicate tnat titis will become 
one of the most popular grill rooms 
in the city. The arrangements 
throughout the new kitchen, dining- 
room and cafeteria are the most 
modern and_ sanitary procurable. 
The main dining-room is finished in 
eolid oak and mahogany, manufactar- 
ed in the company’s own factory, and 
the crest of the company is made the 
cutstanding design of the rich carpets 
and linen throughout, The = main 
dining-room has a seating capacity of 
one hundred and seventy-five, and a 
smaller room is set apart when din- 
ner parties may be held by appoint- 
ment. The cafeteria seats one hun- 
dred and twenty-five. 

In the kitchen has been installed 
an automatic dish washing machine, 
capable of washing 20,000 dishes per 
hour. All soiled dishes are placed in 
trays, Which pass through the ma- 
chine, where they are cleansed by a 
spray. of soap suds, brought to play 
upon them under pressure. They 
are next rinsed by boiling water, of 
which the machine uses fifty gallons 
per minute, leaving the dishes so hot 
that upon emerging from the ma- 
chine they are dried by their own 
heat. 

While the company had announced 
that the cafeteria would be open 
gaily from 12 to 2, the attendance on 
the opening day was such that they 
have decided to open this department 


from 11.30 until 2.30 daily, and also 
from 6 to 8 Saturday evenings. Re- 


gular luncheon will be served in the 
main dining-room at the same hours, 
and short orders will be served from 
the opening till the closing of the 
store each day.

Waterworks Superintendent Declares the Department Is Not in a 
Position to Consider Reduction at 
eral Installation uf Meters 


That the council sanction the rats- 
ing of a fund of $76,000 to complere 
the installation of meters on all wator 
services throughout the city, is sug: 
gestion mane by Superintendent Tur 
er of the waterworks department. 

“If this were done,” he says, ‘ Iam 
convinced that the increase in revenue 
that would result consequent on the 
elimination of vast quantities of wasi- 
ed water, for which on the flat rae 
no revenue is obtained, would soon 
iead to a ‘better condition when the 
department would be in a position to 
consider a reduction of the meter rates 
on domestic services.. On the other 
hand, to revert to the flat rate system 
would mean an increase in yyumping 
charges and a larger deficit on the 
books of this department.” 

As To Complaints. 

Mr. Turner points out that most of 
the complaints received against the 
meter system, is not against the met- 
ers themselves hut against the fact 
that some are charged on meter rates 
and others on flat rates. 

The installation of meters was star:- 
ed in this city in 1906 when some fifty 
meters were place in service. Ths 
number was, increased year by year 
until 1912 when 413 meters were in 
use, During the present year 1,500 
meters have been installed, and alto- 
gether there are now about 2,500 met-

Fighting Zone At Tampico 
Undertaken With Difficulty 


American Battleship Affects Rescue in Heavy Seas During Inces- 


sant Fighting—Great Danger 


to Non - Combatants — Bodies 


Hanging to Telegraph Poles—Federal Losses Heavy 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, Dec, 14.—The 
transfer of American refugees to the 
battleships during the incessant fight- 
ing at Tampico was attended with 
considerable | difficulty. Rear Ad- 
1oiral Fletcher's temporary flagship, 
the Tacoma, was run alongside the 
customs dock, The scout. cruiser 
Chester proceeded one mile below. 

The admiral gave orders that all 
Americans should withdraw from the 
ety. Even the German consul aban- 
doned his residence and went aboard 
the Kron Prinzessin Cecilie. The 
British admiral, Sir Christopher Crad- 
dock, took up lus temporary head- 
quarters on a merchant steamer at 
the dock. 

Attacked From Behind. 


The Mexican gunboat Brayo was at 
the end of the river below, firing 
westward over the town. The retiel 
general, Cando Aguilar, arriveé below 
the Bravo with 2,000 men and heavy 
guns, He controlled the mouth of 
the river and attacked the Bravo 
from behind, sweeping the Bravo's 
decks with rifle fire. Shrapnel burst 
vver the outskirts of the town and 
siray shots killed and wounded 
civillans, Bodies could be seen 
hanging from telegraph poles, The 
Situation became so dangerous to 
non-combatants that Rear Admiral 
Fletcher decided to send the refugees

Refased Services. ‘ 
At 7.30 o'clock Friday evening the 
Wheeling got under way. She pro 
ceeded: to the Tacoma and wok 


aboard the refugees who had assem- 
bled there, A pilot refused his ser- 
vices, fearing the rebel commander 
Kittelle. The Wheeling proceeded 
down the river, anchoring near the 
Chester. A large number of re- 
lugees were taken off the cruiser. 

In all, the Wheeling gathered to- 
gether 299 persons. Her decks were 
densely crowded, most of the refugees 
being women and children. Every- 
thing possible was done for their com- 


fort by the officers and men of the 
gunboat. 
Rescue Took Four Hours. 
The Wheeling passed down jhe 


river in the moonlight with a search- 
light playing on her colors. She 
passed the rebel piekeéts au anchored 
at midnight off Labarra, The battle 
ships lowered boats and in heavy seas 
the transfer was carried out, occupy- 
ing four hours, Many of the women 
were sea-sick and the biluejackets 
were busy caring fer the invalids and 
babies. 

The Virginia received 121 of the re- 
fugees, the New Jerscy 116, and the 
Rhode Island 6%, All that they 
saved was their hand baggage. 

Until conditions improve, the 
Lattleships. Many of the children, 
some of them infauts in arms, suffer- 
ed severely from exposure on the
